T h eie arc no new worlds to conquer, no more sudden 
thrusts to be m ade, no more sucker punches to be d e­ 
livered, no more Norways, Jugoslavian, Belgium* and 
Hollands to over-run 
It is possible 
even probable— that G eneralissim o 
Hitler m ay get his battered arm y rolling into Russian 
territory again.

But all these things— and all other possibilities

INCONCLUSIVE NEWS FROM (H IN A 
A handicap the Chinese share with the Russians is 
the size of their country and population. 
They are 
rem ote from one another—and even m ore remote to 
the outside world, now trying to understand them 
better. 
During all the years of Japan'! struggle to break 
Chinese m ilitary resistance and control that stubborn 
am orphous country, the news of the fighting has been 
inconclusive 
The Japanese won all the engagem ents 
yet could not term inate the war. 
D espite the more 
serious blows they have been able to give O lin a due 
to spread of the war into the Burm a sector, the news 
still is inconclusive. 
The Japanese are still fighting against distances 
and numbers that are calculated to give serious doubts 
to better m ilitary organizations than their own. 
They 
have cut off the Burma road, w hich Is serious. 
They 
arc in position to strike at the C hinese state th at has 
been created in the interior, and that is serious. 
But 
they still are trying to do the sam e tiling they had 
failed to do in five years, and that is m ost serious of 
all—for the Japanese. 
Tliey have won great victories 
ut Singapore, Java, the Philippines and Pearl Harbor 
But they have won no great victory against China. 


NO RESISTANCE TO THE POLICY 
A few blunders like the ridiculous restriction on 
tw o-pants suits have raised questions, but even skep­ 
tics must be m arveling at the public s easy acceptance 
of the sw itchover to wartime econom y. 
In such rapid 
older that som e of them were m issed in the con­ 
fusion. restrictions have been showered down on virtu­ 
ally every com m on activity of the American people 
In less than six m onths the entire com plexion of life 
has been changed -and it is universally realized that 
in six more m onths the change will be infinitely 
greater than it is now. 
Yet, there have been few com plaints. 
M easures 
are being accepted tiiat would have been considered 
too drastic to speak of as possibilities when the United 
S tates still was fighting undeclared war, before Pearl 
Harbor. 
There is a prevailing attitude of being w ill­ 
ing to do anything under the sun to help the war 
effort—an attitude of determ ination about 
sparing 
nothing to assure success. 
Realizing that they have 
not even begun to give up thin gs yet. Americans are 
ch eetiully resolved that if and when the tim e com es, 
they will give up whatever is asked of them . 
A major 
trium ph has been scored on the morale front—w ith­ 
out fanfare.

Protection Is Vital

point in the world which could be 
used and would be' used as a base 
for attack against tile Americas.”

The score of Junkers-52's were 
strung out, only 50 feet above the 
sea, presumably enroute to rein­ 
force the battle-ltnes of Marshal 
Erwin Rommel's African corps in

them, the RAF fighters dived in to 
attack the troop carriers.

therefore that the Japanese boasts 
must have some real, although sub­ 
merged, significance. 
Whatever the actual explanation 
of the claims may be, naval experts 
predicted that, having made them, 
Yamamoto and his men now would 
try to make them good if possible, 
before the Japanese nation awakes 
to their falsity.

WHEAT ALLOTMENTS 
SET UP FOR 1943 


New wheat allotm ents are being 
established for 1943 harvest as an­ 
nounced 
by 
George H. 
Rogers, 
chairmen of the Columbiana coun­ 
ty AAA committee. 
No allotments are 
being estab- 
lished for farms which did not har­ 
vest wheat in 1940 or 1941, and on 
which no wheat will be harvested in 
1942, even though the farm had an 
allotment for 1942. 
Any farmer who has 
not 
had 
wheat for harvest in any of the 
three years mentioned above should 
request, in writing, an allotment by 
June I. 1942. if he intends to plant 
wheat for harvest in 1943. 
No 1943 
payment on this type' of allotment 
will be made, but lf the 
farmer 
plants within his allotm ent there 
will be no deduction from any other 
AAA payment earned on the farm, 
and the farm will not be subject to 
1943 wheat marketing quotas if the 
plantings do not exceed the allot­ 
ment or 15 acres, whichever is larg­ 
er. 
It will be impassible to establish 
allotments for these farms after 
June I. 1942, because any acreage 
alloted to the county \ -hich they do 
not need will be assigned to more 
regular wheat producing farms at 
that time. 
All allotment notices will be mail­ 
ed to farmers and farm operators 
just as soon as they are determined 
by the county committee.

He was a good enough infielder

I him as the successor to the immor­ 
tal Honus Wagner at shorstop In 
I 1916, but he hurt his ankle in the 
j first game of the season. Now the 
fates have brought him a dilferent 
fame. 
Old-timers are full of 
stories 
| about his escapades. 
There was the time in 1921 when 
he was with the Phils. 
One night 
he went to Camden, N J., to see 
Roy Steele, a great basketball play­ 
er of the day. 
Smith was in such a hurry 
to 
catch the 11:30 ferry in order 
to. 
beat the training curfew that he 
hopped onto the boat without a 
ticket. 
He became involved in a 
bloody battle with several dock po­ 
licemen and ended up in jail with 
six stitches in his head. 
Teammates bailed him out with­ 
out telling Manager Kize Wilhelm 
and the following aiternoon Smith 
played second base. 
Most of Sm ith’s encounters start­ 
ed as innocently as that. 
He had. 
and still has, a quick temper but 
in his playing days he never drank 
nor smoked. 
He made a fetish of 
b8ing in condition and was an out­ 
standing all-around athlete. 
He is 47 years o^i now. but looks 
30 and for the last week or two 
worked out with the 
Pirates 
at 
Pittsburgh along with 
his 
son, 
Tommy, who has baseball aspira­ 
tions and shows 
promise. 
Smith 
was a caddy in his youth and now 
plays golf in the 70’s.

Smith was always a great ad­ 
mirer of John McGraw and once 
kicked a patron out of his saloon 
in Pittsburgh because of some dis­ 
paraging remarks about the little 
Napoleon of the Giants. 
Smith used to defend Conn, too, 
when the young Irish boxer was 
just getting started and before he 
started dating Smith’s attractive 
daughter, Mary Louise. 
Even after the two were married 
and Conn and Smith carried their 
verbal sparring into public. Smith 
remained friendly with Conn’s fam­ 
ily.
